If an insect is in the ear channel, fill the ear with olive oil, when t..e insect will float and may be removed. Otherwise make 
a patient with a foreign body in the ear, but take him to a doctor as soun as possible; attempts to remove the | 
‘oreign body may lead to fatal consequences. If a child cannot be induced to keep the fingers from the ear, tie his hands down tu 
prevent his pushing the foreign body further. Never syringe or probe the ear. 


FOREIGN BODY IN THE NOSE 


Instruct the patient to breathe through the mouth. Do not interfere with the forcign body, but take him to a doctor at once. 


FOREIGN BODY IN THE STOMACH 


| Pins, and other small, sharp objects, may be accidentally swallowed. Give nothing by the mouth, but take the patient to a 
doctor at once. Smooth ov,c cts such as coins or buttons need not cause alarm.

Farm Survey Out 


During the last week of 
ber, farmers throughout Canada 
| will again be receiving the annual 
December questionnaire concerning 
live stock, poultry, farm 
land acreages on their own “arms. 
The qvestionnaire is being*sent out 
| by the Agricultural Division of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statisties in co- 
operation with the provincial De- 
partments of Agriculture. The an- 
swers given by farmers to the ques- 
tions on the forms will provide the 
basis for estimating the numbers of 
live stock and poultry in Canada at 
| December 1, 1948, together with 
marketings and farm kill of live 
stock during the last six months. 
Estimates of farm labour and ac- 
reages seeded and harvested will 
also be obtained from the returns 
received, 

The statistics obtained from the 
survey are used extensively through 
out the year. The Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics is the official source 
of statistical information in Canada 
and its figures are used by govern- 
ments, farm organizations and in- 
dustry to plan future operations. In- 
ternational organizations such as 
the world Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization depend on the Bureau to 
supply up-to-date figures on Cana- 
da’s agricultural industry. The far- 
mer, through his response to the 
questionnaires sent out by the 
Bureau, has a real opportunity to 

help form a true picture of agricul- 
| tural conditions, and it is in his own 
| interest to do so.
